ting away the time in politics, the effort 
should bo to bring workingmen to a state 
ot mind where they would bo willing to 
work for six months or a year but eight 
honre a day, and at the wages per hour 
they are now getting for from ten to 
twelve. The increased wages would come 
when the law of supply end demand is 
given an opportunity to be exsouted. 
Arbitration laws have been asked for, and 
man who have opposed them have bean 
rated enemies ot labor, nnd have been 
assaulted by worliingmen'at tho polls in 
;ho elections. But arbitration can be 
brought about better by organization and 
Intelligent action than by legislation."

SOME GHASTLY REMMTS 


GATHERED UP AT THE SCENE OF 


THE RAILWAY HORROR. 


Dispute Over tho Montltlcntloii of a. Uody 


Tbut Is Claimed as Both Mini anil 
Woman—An Embezzler'* Supposed Fato 
—Kiillrn of tho T>I»iwt«r—Tlio omclal 
Investigation Proooodlnjr. 


WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt, Fob. S. — 


The railroad commissioners ot Vermont be- 
gan an investigation Monday into tho cause 
of tho railroad accident hero. Tho board 
Is composed of ox-Governor Plngroe, chair- 
man ; Hon. W. L. Clarke and Hon. T. C. 
Fletcher. Tho first witness called was En- 
gineer fierce. Ho testified that ho had boon 
in tlio employ ot tho Central Vermont tor 
twenty-two years, fourteen years of -which 
he hnit boon un engineer. "Wo should have 
loft by time-taolo at .12:40 0. m.," ho said, 
"hntworoanliour and a halt lato, leaving 
at 2:10 a. m. Wo ran at regular schedule 
rate, making up no timo boforo the bridge 
was reached, thou slowed up as usual, and a 
littlu raoro so, as tho air brakes seomod to 
tnk-o hold bettor than usual I applied tho 
air brakes about throo times the length ot 
Uio train back from tho bridge which was 
tlio usiml place, I never wont ovor the bridge 
without slowing up. I should judge tlio 
train was going about oight; miles an hour. I 
noticed no unusual jar, or anything before 
reaching tho bridge; in fact not at any time 
unt.il ;tlio 
ongino 
was 
stopped. 
I 


was sitting on my scut looking ahead whon 
tho first imusuul thing occurred, which was 
tho sound o£ tho alarm boll from tho cars. Wo 
were then about in the middle of tho bridge. 
It struck but once. My hand was witbln n 
footof tho lover which applies tho air-brakes. 
Tlio brakes woro let oir boforo reaching tho 
bridge. I applied my brakes instantly, but 
did not reverse my ongino at all. 
After ap- 


plying tho brakes I lookod out of my win- 
don'. Tho engine was then about two-thirds 
of 1 ho way across tho bridgo and I saw tho 
rear Pullman of tho train falling from the 
rear ond of tho bridge. In falling it drow 
tho throo next cars with it. Tho coupling 
oviclonlly broke botwooa tho smoker and the 
ftrst passenger coach." 


Eiiginoor Pierce continued by oxplainlng 


tbat it I* not customary to reverse at tho boll 
signal. The ongino'is never reversed eicopt 
whon danger d ahoad. It would have dono 
no good to rovorso, for by tho timo bo got 
tho signal tho cant woro already falling olt 
tho bridge. Ho went dowu tho bank as soon 
as ho coukl. Ho carried his shovel with him, 
and tiiod to put tho flro out by shoveling 
snow on it, but it had already got so far that 
uo could not oxticguish it, and ho and tho 
other trainmen began to help tho people out. 


Work was resumed on tho wreck early 


Monday and by noon nearly all tho pieces of 
broken care had boon pulled from tho clutch 
of the ico, and it wasdocidod that co more 
bodies woro there. The top ot tho third car 
from tho roar was extricated in large sec- 
tions. No wholo bodios wero found, but 
parts of a man's thigh, some small bones and 
flesh (probably of a woman), a number of 
smallor fragments and part ot a woman's 
felt bat with a feather, w«ro discovered. It 
could not bo determined how many victims 
thoso fragments ropiesontod. Every shovel- 
ful of ico, iron and ashes was carefully 
searched for money, jewelry, and whatovor 
olso might assist in tho identification of tho 
lulled. During tho f orenooa a lady's Ganovu 
Sold watch, S3 in Canadian monoy, a man's 
fourteen carat gold ring, a partly multod 
silver dollar, the iron work of a lady's bag, 
and noar it a pui-so containing two quarters 
and sovoral peunlos wore found. It is feared 
several bodies got through tho ico and woro 
tloatod down tho river.

been asccrtainod to bo missing and aro sup- 
posed to bo lost: Homer Riggs, of Middle- 
bury, Vt.; D. B. Brooks, of Cornwall, Ont; 
Peter or Fred Blais, of Springfield, Mass. 
But fow strangers aro now hero looking for 
friends. 


A section hand states that Sunday ho saw 


a woman's body sucked under tho ico boforo 
ho could grasp it.

However, 
neither of tho claimants will givo in, and 
there it remains.

PARNELL TAKES THE FLOOR, 


Ho Tell* Piirllnniont That 
Ihc 
Irish 


Memljurn Will Kiln Thinss. 


LONDON, Fob. f.—Parnell moved his 


amendment to tho address in reply to tho 
queen's spoech1 in the commons Moiuluy 
night. Tho amendment is to the effect that 
tho remedy for tho present condition of Irish 
affairs need not bo looked for in an i 
of tho vigorous measures adopted by tho 
government recently, but 
\vill bo found in 


tho application of laws and a system of gov- 
ernment so reformed as to meet tlio needs 
nnd socuro tho confidence of tho people of 
Ireland, this having boon shown by tho fact 
that in casos wliero landlords havo granted 
tenants such reductions as tho prices of 
pastoral and agricultural produce demanded, 
the relations between owners and occupiers 
havo not been disturbed. 


In moving th"b amendment Parncll said Lho 
government scorned to contemplate tho re- 
newal of coercion in Ireland at an early 
date. 
Coercion would nevor improve tho 


situation. Tho result of tho proposed altera- 
tion of criminal procedure would bo that Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach and tho viceroy of fra- 
Innd would bo compelled to ask parliament 
for additional coercion, Mr. Beach, ho said, 
wanted to crush tho "plan of campaign" by 
throwing its authors into jail, 
By tbo adop- 


tion of this moans tho work of suppression 
would only begin. Socretsocieties would Lhon 
ariso, and then agrarian and political crimos 
be revived. 


The government, Parnell said, had been 


guilty of unprecedented action in prosecut- 
ing Dillon, suppressing tho Sligo meetings 
and excluding Catholics from juries. At 
Glonboigh tho olTer of tho landlords to ac- 
copt half a year's rent in settlement looked 
generous, but tvhou it was considered that 
tho costs amounted to more than two yojiiV 
rent, tho semblance of generosity accom- 
panying tho ofTi'r vanished nt onco. . Tho 
National loaguo had nover interfered between 
landlord and tenant until tjio evictions began 
and it yet remained to bo scon whether or 
not tbo "plan" was illegal. 


Tho government talked loudly about tlio 


robbery of landlords by tenants, bntalmo.it 
every title to land in Ireland, and England, 
too, was founded upon robbery, nnd tho land- 
lords had long been robbing their tenants of j 
tho products of their labor, 
Tho Tories 


would not bo ablo to administer their powers 
of oppression under a constitutional govern- 
ment, nor could they do ro while the Irish 
members sat in parliament 
If tho govern- 


ment would refrain from enforcing a policy 
of exasperation, tho Irish people would 
speedily show tho injnstico of tho charge 
tli.it they were not law-abiding. 


Hugh Holmes, attorney general of Ire- 


land, declared that the government woul'l 
not accept a slngb proposition contained in 
tho amendment of Panioll. Tho dynamite 
throats of the Irish in Aworbn could not 
movo tho governmont. 
Spoakir.g in a more 


general souse, tho government would at the 
proper time submit to tho house remedial 
legislation which would givo the utmost ben- 
oflt to Ireland, consistent with the preserva- 
tion of tho union. 


John Dillon denounced tho language of 


Holmes android that it ill bocamo ono of the 
queen's advisers to prejudice a jury which 
ho intended to pack. Ireland, Dilion said, 
havcd English law, which had uniformly 
punished persons charged with minor of- 
fenses in tho south and west, while it con- 
doned Orango outrages in tho north.

DOMESTICA7ING THE BUFFALO. 


iioeeas of 
rv Man In ' Manitoba—Hardy 


Cattle—Tho 1'locco—Hybrids. 


A gentleman is now successfully donses- 


;imting tho American buffalo at Stony 
Mountain, Manitoba. Starting his herd in 
1S78 with four hoifer calves and ono bull, 


now numbers siity-ono head; tho greater 


lumber are pure buffalo, tho rest half breeds. 
When wo saw thorn in January all wwe sleek 
and fat and yet they were then living on tho 
open prairio and feeding on the prairio 
grasses covered by snow. At this timo tho 
snow was deep and tho thermometer had for 


g registered 30 dogs, or more balow 


/cro. In January of tho preceding year ono 
of the cows had calved on tho plain and al- 
though flt the timo tho thermometer rcgis- 
tvrcif 38 dogs, below zero neither cow nor 
calf appeared to suffer in tho least 
When 


a blizzard corner] on tho animals lie down 
together with their backs to the wind and 
allow tho snow to drift over them so that 
under tho combined protection of their own 
wool and tho snow thoy aro quit» warm. 
Not one of this herd has over exhibited tho 
slightest symptnns of disease, although tho 
only caro they receive is occasional watching 
to pvovcnt them from straying away. « Thus 
winter and summer thoy livo and thrive on 
tho hare prairio with numbers undlau'nishcd 
by any of tho ordinary cattle scocrgcs and 
with expenses for core reduced to a minimum. 


Once a year, the great fleeco weighing from 


ten to fourteen pounds, is ehed, and its 
manufaciuro iuto thick, warm cloth was at 
ono time a regular industy at Winnipeg, 
until it was discontinued by the extirpation 
of the unimaJs in tho adjoining rogion. 
In 


its market valao tho buffalo is not behind its 
•moother relative; for oven It tho quality of 
tho meat is inferior tho difference is more 
than mado up by the groat weight of tho 
onin-.al and by tho value of the robe, which 
usually brings fro-n $10 to $15. At draught 
animals they havo proved a success; for not- 
withstanding their great strength, endurance 
and activity, they aro as easily handled as 
ordinary oxen. In ono particular only is tho 
buCfalo far inferior to other species of cattle, 
and that is 03 a ranker; but to the ranchman 
milk is really of no consequence. 


Mr. Bedson, tho ovaier of tho hord, after 


crpcr'hncr.tiug with crosses is well satisfied 
with tho hybrid, as it is In shape more like 
tho domestcatcd cow, and is also a fair 
milker. 
Yet wo doubt that this is suffi- 


cient to compensate for tho deterioration o: 
tlio far; while also it would bo a matter ot 
endless regret it in the prosecution of those 
experiments tho original pure race were lost 
The, rate for increase of tho buffalo, though 
theoretically the same as with other cattle 
is really much higher on account of tbo lower 
rato of mortality.—American Agriculturist
